The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show  an 
increase  in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General)  of  v.some  110 'people.  An  increase  in  the  Birth 
Rate  is  shown  11,03  in  1961  as  compared  with  10,19  in 
1960,  The  total  number  of  live  births  increased  from  157 
in  1960  to  190  in  1961,  The  Doath  Rato  incroaflod-  from 
10,73  in  1960  to  12.13  in  1961,  The  lirfantilo  Doath  Rate 
was  21,05  compared' with  21,4  for  England  and  Wales,  Only 
1 death  occurred  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life  and  under  the  age  of  one  s^’ear,  5 per  cent  of  the 
total  live  births  wore  illegitimate,  ‘ 

IHFECTIOUS  DISEASE s > ■ • 

There  was  little  infectious;  disease  d'uring  the  year. 

During  1961,  the  scheme  for  vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  continued  and  included  all  persons'  up  to 
the  age  of  40  years,  together  v/ith  certain  specified 
groups.  Special  sessions  v/ere  hold  during  the  evenings 
to  enable  workers  to  get  vaccinated, 

ilALIGNANT  DISEASE?  ' * 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  Report  on  ‘‘SriDDking  and 
Health'*  has  just  boen  published  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  The  Report  assesses  the  evidence  about  the 
re3.ation  of  Smoking  and  Health,  and  concludes  that . . « 
cigarette  smoking  is  a cause  of  lung ' cancer  and  bronchitis 
and  probably  contributes  "to  thd  development  of  coronary 
heart  disease  and  various  other  loss  coiniion  diseases. 

It  is  for  the  Local  Health  Authorities  to  decide  v/hat 
action  they  v\?ish  to  take  in  the  v/ay  of  Health  Education  to 
ensure  that  every  person  is  av\rare  of  the  risks  they  run 
by  smoking. 


HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES; 


The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the 
report  in  some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the 
inhabitants  and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  v/ork 
carried  out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by 
meitbers  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated 
by  the  County  Council,  with  particular  reference  to 
the  many  and  varied  duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors, 
Midv/ives,  Home  Nurses,  Children's  Welfare  Officers, 
District  Officers,  Domestic  and  Homo  Helpers,  etc,,  and 
also  the  various  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town 
such  as  the  W,V,S,,  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee, 
the  British  Red. Cross  Society  and  many  others,

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's 
is  situated  on  the  extro^ie  easterly  coast  of  the  Isle 
of  Thanet;  and  is  bounded  by  the  North  Sea  and  English 
Channel,  It  ig  sited  on  an  upthrust  of  chalk  which, 
besides  giving, a high,  altitude  and  good  drainage,  gives 
the 'town  the  advantages  of  seven  bays  sheltered  by 
chalk “cliffs, .all  facing  east  and  south-oast.  This 
geographical  position  ensures  a bracing  cliraate  of 
great  benefit  to  visitors  and  residents  alike. 

The  basic  industry  is  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  large  nuiiiber  of  holidaymakers,  which  during  the 
summer  doubles  the  population  of  the  town.  During  the 
past  few  years,  a considerable  expansion  has  taken 
place  of  the  light  industries  sited  in  an  industrial 
area  at  Westwood,  behind  the  town.  This  has  resulted 
in  stable  employnBnt  for  a greater  number  of  the  towns  ' 
residents,  both  male  and  female. 

As  vi/ill  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  in  the 
housing  section  of  this  report,  there  has  been  a steady 
increase  in  the  nui^er- of  houses  built,  Since-the 
electrification  of  the  railway  line  to  London,  more  and 
more  people  are  moving  into  the  town  from  the  London 
area  and  travelling  daily  to  their  work.  In  addition, 
many  people  are  also  finding  Broadstairs  a pleasant 
and  healthy  town  in  which  to  settle  after  retirement,

. Throughout  the  year  the  needs  of  the  old  people  , 
continued  to  receive  attention,  and  vdiilst  much  good 
work  is.  done  by.  the . County  Council's  District  Officers,.. 
Home  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the 
Voluntary  Organisations  make.  a,.,valuable  contribution 
towards  ^the  social  weD.fare  of  the  old  people  in  the  town. 

The  ^merrbers’  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old 
Age  Pensioners  ' Federation  and  of  the.  'OverW.O'  Club, 
together  v/ith  the  W.V.S,,  continued  to  operate  their 
'silent  “service’ ' by  visiting  the  aged  sick, 'disabled 
and  need*-"  Socials,,  whist  drives,  concerts,  lectures, 
outings',"  ...etc e , are  arranged  and..are  well  supported  by 
the  niembers  of  the  two  clubs.  Sessions  are ^ also 
arranged  for  those  interested  in  t*he  arts  and  handi-’ 
crafts,  as  and  when  the  need  arises.

Laboratory  Facilities ^ 

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  biological 
examinations  v/ore  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laborator^^,  Preston  Hall,  British  Legion  Village, 
Haidstone,  (telephone  - Kaidstone  7239),  The  Laboratory 
is  under  the  direction  of  Dr,  A,L,  Furniss, 

The  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto  by  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County  Laboratoiy, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  (telephone  - Maidstone  4321), 

General  Practitioners  in  the  town  submit  their 
specimens  for  examination  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory 
at  Margate  General  Hospital,  This  Laboratory  is  under 
the  direction  of  Dr,  H.  Sterndale, 

Ambulance  Facilities, 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County. 

The  Anibulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St,  Peter's 
(telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the 
Thanet  area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  stations  (according 
to  location  of  requirement)  are  Vifhit stable,  Canterbuiry 
and  Deal, 

Radio -telephone  equipment  is  installed  at  the 
Bro ads t airs  Station,  enabling  information  to  be  passed 
to  and  from  central  control  and  to  most  of  the  vehicles 
in  the  area.  This  makes  possible  the  quick  diversion 
of  ehe  ambulances  to  accidents  and  other  emergencies,  and 
can  save  life  and  time. 

Home  Nursing, 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
Except  in  cases  of  emergency  and  accident,  the  service 
of  a Home  Nurse  is  available  only  by  authorisation  of 
tne  patient's  doctor. 
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Doniostlc  Help  Service, 

A Douiestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  ov/ing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
I’ying-in,  an  expectant  iTiother,  raontal  defective,  aged,  or 
a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  service  pro- 
vided is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic 
help. 


Elderly  people  retained  in  their  own  familiar  surround- 
ings, with  a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of  the 
community,  can  often  fend  for  themselves  if  given  a little 
help.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a good  home  nursing 
service,  together  with  domestic  help  through  a home-help 
scheme,  can  play  such  an  iraportant  part  in  keeping  the  aged 
and  infirm  out  of  hospital. 

The  Area  Organiser  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the 
fol?.owing  information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the 
Urban  District  during  1961s- 

Domestic  Help  Services 

The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  in  Broads tairs 
and  St,  Peter's  each  week  is  60.  The  work  is  undertaken  by 
12  part-time  helpers. 

Family  Help  Services 

This  service  covers  cases  where  a mother  is  adinitted 
to  hospital,  etc,,  and  there  are  two  or  i:x)re  children  in 
the  household.  It  has  been  found  better  to  retain  the 
children  in  their  own  homes  rather  than  place  them  with 
foster  parents  or  in  residentiej.  nurseries.  It  has  also 
been  found  more  economical  thaxi  boarding  the  children  out. 
Under  this  service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured 
from  the  time  the  husband  leaves  for  work  until  his  return 
home.  During  1961,  8 cases  of  this  kind  were  assisted. 

Child  Care  Service s 

This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  'problem  family' 
cases  and  is  an  entirely  free  service.  No  cases  in  this 
category  occurred  during  1961, 
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Special  Services  for  the  Aged; (70  years

(a)  Evening  Service;-  Help , is  provided  during  the 

evening  to  ensure  that  those

Children's  Homes s 

There  are'  a fev/  Children's  Homes,  some  privately 
owned  and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council,  There 
are  also  some  registered  Poster  Homos  in  the  district. 

Residential  Nursery s 

One  residentiaj.  Tra.ining  Nursery,  with  acooimuodat  ion 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children's  Society, 

Convalescent  Homes; 

There  were  four  Children's  Convalescent  Homos, 
with  accouinodat  ion  for  some  340  children.  One  of  these 
Homes  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  probable 
that  another  will  close  very  shortly.  It  is  gratifying 
to  record  that  the  reason  for  these  closures  is  the 
small  number  of  children  requiring  convalescent  treatment. 
There  is  also  one  adult  Convalescent  Home  in  the  Urban 
District,  with  accomi'-iodation  for  60  men. 

Holiday  Homes; 

There  are  six  Holida.y  Homes,  including  one  for 
old  age  pensioners;  one  for  convalescent  patients  and 
their  families;  one  f or  d isabled  people  - paralysed, 
spastics,  etc.  - an  L.C  .C , "recuperative  holiday  home; 
a home  for  ladies  only,  administered  by-  three  London 
Parishes,  and  a Salvation  Army  Holiday  Home  for  families, 

A section  of  the  L.C.C.  Residential  Homo  for  old  people 
was  used  as  a Holiday  Homo  for  some  of  the  old  people  in 
the  London  County  Council's  inland  Homes,  who  come  to 
Broadstairs  for  a week's  seaside  holiday  during  the 
summer  months. 
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National  Assistance  Act  1948,  Section  57 , 
riomes  for  Elderly  People . 


These  Homes  are  registered  by  the  County  Council  and 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the’ Residential  Services 
Department,  . There  are  three  residential  liomes  for  elderly 
people.,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service  with  accommodation  for  30  old  people;  one  admin- 
istered by  the  London  County  Council  v/ith  accomnodat ion 
for  40  residents;  and  one  adi'riinistered  by  the  “Sisters  of 
the  Church  (Church  Extension  Society  (Incorporated))”, 
viiiich  has  accommodation  for  16  retired  elderly  Sisters. 

There  are  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the 
proprietors  of  which  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people 
and  have  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council 
for  this  purpose;  a nuitber  of  old  people  are  also  cared  for 
in  the  registered  Nursing  Homes  when  rooms  are  available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  facing  all 
local  authorities,  and  assistEince  in  this  direction  has 
been  given  by  the  local  Council,  In  the  development  of  the 
Nort'ndovm  Estate  the  erection  of  47  small  bungalows  enabled 
the  Council  to  satisfactorily  house  a number  of  old  people. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  agreed  to  the 
erection  of  a block  of  20  flatlets,  including  a resident 
warden,  for  the  housing  of  old  persons.

Tenants,*  Assoc  iati  011,^13116  ■.'.Kent- •Eire  Brigade,  lAf.V.S,,  and 
the  Oldi -People  *s  "Vfel fare  Cormiittee,  together  with  a Health 
Visitor,.

The  Sub-Conuiitt ee,  which  has  plenary  powers  provided 
it  works  vi/ithin  the  liaiit:,S'  of  "thd''a.p]proved  financial 
estimate,  sends  representatives  to  the  Thanet  Towns  Joint 
Safety  Council  and  to  the  Kent  and  Sussex  Accident  Prevention 
Federation.

Poster  campaigns  v;ere  carried  out  at.  approximately  ' 
quarterly  intervals  and  nearly  thirty  local  organisations 
were  invited  to  take  advantage  of  facilities  to  borrow  road 
and  home  safety  filins  free  of  cost.  On  one  occasion  home 
safety  films  v/ere  shown  to  a locaj.  organisation,  all  the 
arrangements  being  made  by.  the  Sub -Com. mitt  ee . 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  v;ith  the  operation 
of  the  National  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme  for  Children, 
Training  has  been  carried  out  by  and  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Council's  Honorary  Road  Safety  Officer.  Appeals 
were  made  from  time  to  time  for  volunteers  to  act  as 
instructors,  but,  as  the  imost  suitable  time  to  give  instruct- 
ion is  during  the  daytime,  very  few  volunteers  have  been 
obtained.  One  volunteer  instructor  has  done  very  good  work 
and  another  volunteer  is  a.bout  to  begin  training. 

Over  280  children  (155  boys  and  128  girls)  passed  the 
tests  under  the  Scheme,  91  of  them  obtaining  95%'  marks  or 
-.lore.  Only  11  children  failed  at  ‘the  first  attempt,  and 
nearly  all  of  these  passed  at  the  second  attempt, 

A survey  was  carried  out  as  a result  of  which  it 
appears  that  about  320  secondary  and  technical  school- 
children,  90  primary  aohoolchildren  and  50  children  attend- 
ing private  schools  (not  preparatory  schools)  will  require 
training  each  year, 

A copy  of  the  Highway  Code  is  given  to  each  child 
trained  under  the  National  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme, 
and  a3.1  the  local  cycle  dealers  have  offered  to  • examine 
children's  cycles  free  of  cost  and  v/ithout  any  obligation 
to  carry  out  repairs  found  necessary.  The  Heads  of  locc-1 
schools  were  asked  to  make  this  information  generally 
known. 
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As  a result  of  action  initiated  by  the  Sub- 
Coiniiilttee  the  R.A.C  ,/A,C *U»  Scheme  for  the  training 
of  motor-cyclists,  scooter  ai:id  moped-ridors  is  to 
be  brought  into  operation  in  Thanet, 

A comprehensive  Road  and  Home  Safety  Exhibition 
was  held  in  the  Co^uiiunity  Hall  on  the  16th  Sept eriiber, 
1961,  and,  as  usual,  excellent  support  vi^as  f orthco::iing 
from  the  County  Council,  the  Police,  the  Fire  Brigade 
and  RoSPA,  together  v\fithO,pcal  organisations,  A 
‘*Slogan”.i  competition  was  organised''in-Gonnection  v/ith. 
the  Exhibition,  However,  the  attendance  at  the 
Exhibition  was  very  poor  and  the  Sub -Co  mmit'tee  formed 
the  conclusion,  that  future  Exhibitions  must  be 
associated  with  some  other  event  at  which  a consider- 
able attendance  of  the  public  may  be  anticipated. 

As  part  of  the  campaign  to  educate  the  public  in 
the  safe  use  of  gas,  letters  were  sent  to  nearly  50 
organisations  asking  for  their  support  in  making  the 
campaign  known  to  their  me  inters. 

The  Vv^ater  Safety  Campaign  was  continued,  special 
posters  being  displayed  in  each  bay,  amongst  other 
places,  and  copies  of  the  Water  Safety  Code  were  on 
sale  at  the  Harbour  Master's  Office.  Police  Officers 
made  special  reference  to  the  Campaign  v/hen  giving 
safety  talks  at  local  schools,

Schools ; 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Edu cat  ion  Authority" 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  they  have  provided  four 
nev/  schools  since  the  war,  serving  the  needs  of  school- 
children  from  all  over  Thanet,  The  seven  schools  in 
the  town  comprise  two  Technical  Schools  (boys  and  girls), 
ono  County  Modern  School  (mixed)  and  four  County  Primary 
Schools,  The  needs  of  adults  are  catered  for  at 
Hilderstone  House,  an  adult  education  centre.  There 
are  also  a number  of  Private  Boarding  and  Day  Schools, 
and  Schools  for  delicate  and  handicapped  children. 
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National  Assistance  Acts.  1948/1951, 

Section  47;-  No  action  was  necessary  under  this 

section  during  the  year. 

Section  50;-  Two  applications  for  financial  assistance 

towards  the  cost  of  burials  were  dealt 

with  during  1961, 

In  one  caqe,  that  of  a patient  from  a mental  hospital 
in  the  provinces,  the  Council  arranged  for  the  burial  and 
later  recovered  the  cost  from  the  hospital  authorities. 

In  the  second  case,  after  thorough  investigations  of  the 
circui'iistanoes,  no  action  by  the  Council  was  deenod  necessary. 


Public  Mortuary, 


The  Council's  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station 
Yard,  on  the  Broadway,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

During  the  year  23  bodies  were  admitted  and  19  post 
mortem  examinations  were  held  by  the  District  Pathologist, 
H,  Sterndade,  Esq,,  M.D.

Water,*  - - ' 

The  water  uadertaking  is  under  , the  control  of  the 
Thanet  Water  Board,  which  comprises  the  old  undertakings 
of  Thanet,  Sandwich,  Eastry,  parts  of  the  Bridge-Blean 
and  Mid-Kent  areas. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Thanet  Water  Board  thats- 

"Due  partly  to  the  v\^isdo:m  of  'past  generations,  the 
Board's  area  (some  100  squs^re  miles)  is  not  short  of 
water.  The  rain  which  is  Soaked  into  the  ground  is  always 
trying  to  find  ,its  way  to  the  sea  and  a network  of  tunnels 
has  been  cut  through  the  chalk  to  trap  the  water  and  take 
it  to  the  wells,  where  it  is  pumped  to  the  surface, 

' Although  there  is  no  shortage  of  water  the  grea.t 
problem  is  to  ‘pipe  it  from.'Wingham  and  other  stations  to 
jfche  towns.  In  the  winter  1i;he  Board  is  called  upon  to 
produce  something  like  five  million  gaij.ons  of  water  a day, 
•but  with  the  vast  increase! of  population  in  the  summer 
ithis  figure  jumps  to  nine  million  gallons,"

Public  ’ Conveniences  and  C16s6t  Acconinodat  ion. 


There  are  40  Public  Conveniences  maintained  by  the 
Urbcn  District  Council  - 'Gentlemen'  21,''and  'Ladies'  19, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approxi nately  5,769 
premises  withW.C.Js  draining  into  the  main  drainage 
system;  and , by  the,  end  of  the  year  the  nuiaber  of  premises 
draining  into  cesspools  was  estimated  to  be  492, 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  Council 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  cost  of  which  is 
borne  by  the  person  making  application  for  the  work  to  be 
done. 


Refuse  Co llection  and  Dis'posal , 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  all  private 
residences,  and  during  the  suimmer  months  a twice-weekly 
collection  was  again  made  from' hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trade  and  garden  refuse,  excluding  builder's  rubbish,  was 
collected  on  request  bn  a rechargeable  basis. 

The  refuse  collection  vehic3.es  consist  of  t^o  roar 
.loading  diesel  units  with  salvage  trailers,  v/orking  full 
t D..iiLe , an.^v  one  side  loading  unit  working  part  time. 

All  refuse  is  handled  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  in 
Dane  Vajley  Road,  some  5,500  tons  being  handled  during 
1961,  ..Dust  and  cinders  are  removed  by  screening,  ferrous 
imterials  aro  renoved  by  a magnetic  separation  unit,  other 
sa?Lvageable  materials  are  picked  but  by  hand,  and  the 
residue  is.  then  incinerated,  ’Salvaged  tins  and  paper  are 
pressed  and  baled  and,  together  V(/ith  iron,  bones,  rags 
and  other  materials,  are  sold  to  contractors.  The  sum  of 
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£1,730  was  realised  in  tlie  financial  year  1961/6  2 fron 
the  disposal  of  those  saj-vageable  materials. 


Swiming  Baths  and  Pools. 

9nly  one  public,  swiiiiiiing  pool  was  in  operation 
during  1961,  Tliis  is  an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons 
capacity,  the  water  being  supplied  by  the  Thanet  Water 
Board.  Before  entering  the  pool  the  water  is  filtered, 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  an  aeration  fountain. 

The  pool  attendant  Jeoeps  a daily  check  on  the  level  of 
residual  chlorine  by  means  of  a Lovibond  Comparator, 
Two  samples  of  this  v^ater  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  were  rejported' as  ''Satisfactory,"

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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 . 

The  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  was  continued, 
as  in  previous  years,  on  the  lines  recomnended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood. 

Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling  houses, 
(except  in  cases  of  obvious  neglect)  and  business  premises 
are  charged  according  to  the  e;:tcnt  of  the  infestation  and 
the  time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely  known  in  the 
district  and  full  adva^ntage  is  taken  of  it  by  householders 
and  traders.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Tho  Cliief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  given  me 
the  following  particulars  in  relation  to  the  inspection 
and  supervision  of  food  in  the  Urban  District  during  1961j- 

Ililk, 

All  nilk  sold  in  the  Urban  District  bears  one  or  other 
of  the  Special  Designations  laid  dov^n  by  regulation,  i.e,. 
Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Sterilised,  as  well  as 
the  special  quality  milk  knovm  as  Channel  Island.  As  an 
0.dditional  safeguard,  all  the  milk  sold  has  been  heat  treated 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  the  Jiilk  (Special  Desig- 
nation) Regulations,  1960,  transferred  the  duty  of  issuing 
dealers'  licences  from  the  Local  Autliority  to  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Authority,  in  this  case,  fee  County  Council.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  wore  31  registered  distributors  in 
Broadstairs,  mostly  retail  shopkeepers. 

In  an  attempt  to  minimise  misuse  of  bottles  and  subse- 
quent proceedings  for  contamination  of  milk,  all  the  dairy- 
men in  the  area  centralised  their  retail  sales,  and  changed 
over  to  waxed  cardboard  containers,  which  are  non-returnable. 
The  use  of  bottles  is  now  confined  to  house  deliveries. 

As  the  following  table  shows,  aj.l  grades  of  milk  are 
sampled  regularly  and  from  various  points  in  the  chain  of 
distribution,  from  roundsmen,  schools,  shops  and  institutions 
These  samples  are  subjected  to  testing  by  (a)  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  v;hich  gives  an  indication  of  the  cleanliness  and 
keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  (b)  the  Phosphatase  Test,  v/hich 
indicates  whether  or  not  the  mij,k  has  been  properly  heat 
treated  and,  (c)  in  the  case  of  Sterilised  Milk,  to  the 
Turbidity  Test,  again  to  show  that  the  milk  has  been 
properly  sterilised. 

Chemical  Analysis  of  Milk  Samples . 

Porty-seven  (47)  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  cheniical  examination,  and  all  those  gave 
satisfactory  results.  The  average  composition  of  samples

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/60 , 

During  the  period  under  review  525  visits  were  mde  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  food  preparing  preriiscs, 
including  36  cafes  and.  restaurants  • In  some  cases  verbal 
intimation  was  all  that  was  required  to  draw  attention  to 
ii-if ringemonts  which  must  ooase  or  improvements  which  must 
be  effected. 

There  continued  to.be  an  improvement  in  the  more 
hygienic  construction  and  layout  of  food  promises,  and  in 
the  methods  of  food  handling.  This  is  most  marked  in  the 
prem-ises  of  the  larger  companies,  who  have  laid  down  their 
own  strict  rules  for  hygienic  practices,  and  who  are  able 
to  afford  the  more  modern  fittings  and  equipment  for  their 
promnsos.  The  smaller  traders  too,  are  now  realising  that 
a clean  and  bright  shop  in  which  to  display  their  goods 
offers  a greater  attraction  to  the  discerning  shopper  than 
just  a promise  of  personal  service. 

In  seaside  holiday  resorts  such  as  this,  there  must  of 
necessity  be  a continual  repetition  of  publicity  on  ‘‘Clean 
Food*'  matters,  as  hotels,  boarding  houses,  cafes  and  food 
shops  have  many  changes  in  personnel  owing  to  seasonal 
demands. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act^  1955, 

The  following  mtters  regarding  extraneous 
articles  found  in  food  were  dealt  with  during  the 
years- 

A fly  in  a wrapped  brown  loaf«  This  case  was 
reported  direot  to  "fhe  County  Medical  Officer 
by  the  customer,  and  then  passed  to  the  Puh3-ic 
Health  Department.  The  bakery  concerned  is 
remarkably  insect-free,  and  has  a contract  with 
a disinfestation  firm.  A warning  letter  was 
sent. 

2 . Discoloured  objects  in  a v\fhite  loaf* . Analy s is 
of  these  objects  showed  them  to  be""pieces  of 
devitalised  dough  impregnated  with  white  oil, 
a harmless  lubricant  used  on  dough  machines. 
This  matter  was  thoroughD.y  investigated  by  the 
firm  concerned  and  improvements  in  machine 
maintenance  were  effected  to  obviate  further 
trouble  from  this  source. 

Blackbeetle  in  Sv/iss  wrapped  cheese.  This 
matter  v/as  reported  direci;  to  the  Swiss  firm 
concerned  who,  whilst  expressing  their  regret, 
at  the  incident,  cou3.d  give  no  valid  reason 
for  the  occurrence. 

4.  Maggots  on  rashers  of  bacon.  This  raatter  v/as 
reported  l:o  the  PutTlic  Health  Coimmittee,  viiio 
decided  to  warn  the  firm  concerned.
